indictment, certainly 
“takes the cake” for darkening coun­ 
sel by words without knowledge. 
What might be 
called “statuatorv 
English,” the language in which most 
of our statutes and legal papers are 
written, is almost as 
far 
from the 
American English of today, in manv 
cases, as the old Latin Bible was in 
the days of John Wyckliffe. Many of 
the legislators w ho w rite our laws are 
hardly better acquainted with the le­ 
gal phraseology that they try to use 
than the ordinary citizen, and the re­ 
sult is a hodge-podge that almost any 
shrewd lawyer can have set amitie be­ 
fore the courts. 
And the worst of it is that loo many 
lawyers are perfectly willing to have 
the laws unintelligible by 
the com­ 
mon people, as it 
gives 
them that 
many more cases before the courts. 
Court language has really been mod­ 
ernized comparatively little since the 
days when 
William 
the Conqueror 
grafted the 
Norman-French 
on the 
old Anglo-Saxon, 
and 
thus gave us 
two or more words for nearly every- j 
thing in common use. 
The 
more or less tinged with French, and 
this increased the confusion. Nearly' 
every statement of a criminal charge 
in those days had 
to 
he written in 
both Norman'and Saxon, 
so that ev­ 
erybody might 
find 
a 
word some­ 
where that he understood. And if one 
of these words was left out the in­ 
dictment might be quashed, and the 
accused set free. The lawyers of to­ 
day retain many of 
the 
same con­ 
glomerations of words that were used 
in the courts 500 years ago. 
A man is not only “killed.** hut is 
“unlawfully, feloniously, illegally and 
diabolically 
killed, slain, murdered, 
slaughtered, with a blunt insrtument, 
club, stick, bludgeon or cudgel.” 
“Thereupon” and 
“aforesaid” will 
also occur about a dozen times, leav- 
ing a doubt w’letlier The 
man was 
ever killed at all. 
All this seems ri­ 
diculous, hut if becomes serious when 
we remember that a certain supreme 
court actually set
